The composers are of the best. Among them 
we notice Schumann, Aht, Franz, Hauptman, 
Gade and Hiller. Words by Goethe, Uhland, 
Hofficnan and Rueckardt brighten the score, 
and titles are weU chosen. " The Rosebud," 
"Tlie Little Ship," " Love like the Wind," "The 
Linden tree," "Welcome Repose," and "Peace 
to the Slumberers," are specimens, and indi- 
cate the genial character of the poetry. 

Conductors of Musical Associations know veiy 
well that it is quite difficult to find a good 
" second book."

Thus the 
experience of Mr. W. O. Perkins as composer 
and teacher fits him for the authoi-ship of the 
present work, which contains music of a high 
order, but not a particle too difficult for ordin- 
ary singers. 

There are about 100 pieces, besides a dozen 
chants.
